RUSS SOLDIERY 
NONE TOO KIND 
TO POLISH JEWS 


Correspondent Finds, How- 
ever, Two Sides to Some of 


the Stories of Cruelty. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRBSS.} 


respondence.]—The Jews of Russian Po- 
land appear to have suffered, prior to the 


‘Russian retirement, more than the nor- 


mal amount of hardship imposed by war. 
An investigetion by a correspondent of 
the Associated Press discloses that there 
was @ rather promiscuous execution by 
thie Russians of Jews accused of epic- 
nage, that many persons. were subjected 
to assaults committed with knouts or flats 
of swords, and that in many places, chief- 
ly out of the way villages and rural dis- 
there was geome plundering of Jew- 
sh shops and houses by the Russian sol- 
diery. 

The correspondent visited the two chief 
cities of this district—Lods and Piocto- 
kow. His proposal to visit other cliiee— 
Kielce and Radom were named pa ticu- 
larly—was met by the statement of Jews 
consulted that “ goihing much happened 
in the cities,” and that the proposed trip 
would not be worth while. The outstand- 
ing feature, boweVer,.of every case 
investigated was that, In the words of 


‘one Jewish scholar, “ nothing happened 


to the Jews without a pervious denuncia- 

tion.” In some instances this feature of 
the case was immediately admitted; In 
others it was brought to light by further

He 
managed,’ however, to.escape from the 
soldiers guarding him, and the command- 
er of the Russian regiment thereupon had 
all male Jews drawn up In a line, and an- 
nounced that all would be killed unless 
Koziowsk! was delivered up. Kozlowski. 
informed of the threat, presented him- 
self. He was taken away by a squad of 
soldiers and shot. 


Betrayed by Business Rival. 

“ But how did the Russians know there 
was a Kozlowski In town and why did 
they want him?” asked the correspond- 
ent. 

“ A rival in business had sent word to 
the Russians that Kozlowski was a spy 
and that he was storing up goods for the 
Germans,” was the answer. 

The Associatéd Press correspondent 
found many instances in which the vic- 
tims were stood against walle and, in- 
stead of being killed by volley fires, as iv 
usual in such executions, were killed by 


soldiers firing at will. Kosiowski appears |. 


to have been executed in the same man- 
ner, after having been bound to a tree.

male Jews, it is declared, were assembled 
at the railway station and the Russians 
announced that‘every tenth man was to 
be shot. The local Russian pope (priest) 
knelt before the men with a cross and 
defied thé soldiers to shoot. None of the 
Jews was executed. 


‘Six Other Jews Executed. 


‘ix Jews are said to have been hanged 
at Sullojeff, charged with laying in sup- 
plies for the Germans. Twenty-six are 
alleged to have been taken away from 
Breczyn, of whom thirteen were after- 
ward found dead and the other thirteen 
not again heard of.

It 
was urged by Judge Kavanagh that do- 
mestic work should be made more attrac- 
tive to girls so that they would relinquish 
other occtpations. 

‘Much § 

“A great deal of sympathy is wasted 
on the fallen woman,” he said. “In my 
belief there ian’t a woman of the streets 


; but who. if she would wash the paint from 


her face and put on sober clothes. could 
obtain employment in any one of a hun- 
dred homes.” . 

It was asserted by Judge Kavanagh 
that, thie condition was not wholly the 
fault of the girl who may prefer such a 
life to that of a servant but partly to the 
attitude of the woman in the home. 

“The average housewife,” he contin- 
ued, “ expects a servant to be at her beck 
end call at all times. This should not be 
so. The servant is not a menial and should 
not be treated as such. She has rights 
and they should be recognized. 

Treated as Inferior. 

“ But in the average home she ig treat- 
ed as an inferior, and this is true not 
only of the domestic servant, but in the 
attitude of countless women to the girl 
behind the counter.” 

An effect of making domestic service 
more attractive, Judge Kavanagh stated, 
would be to take many from occupations 
to which they are unfitted and which 
could be better filled by men. Their pres- 
ence in such large numbers in the indus- 
trial field, he said, is the cause of the 
lowering of the standarés of working con- 
ditions and the reduction of wages in 
many lines of work.

“TI recently rea@i a book in which a man 
described the dreary lives of shop girls 
and others who are er wages of 
66 a week. 

“ But he failed to say that # any number 
of these could improve their situation

Judge Kavanagh compared the life of 
the servant and her treatment in the 
average American home with that of 
servants in European countries. 

“In other countries,”’ he said, “‘ the do- 
mestic servamt is respected, and to be- 
come one does not involve a loss of caste.”

Only two other early cipher manuscripts 
have survived the ravages of time—the 
famous treatise on navigation by Leo 
nardo da Vinci, already translated and 
published, and a smal! pamphlet on magic 
written in the fifteenth century and pre- 
served in the national library of Paris. 

Then there is the famous “ Heretic ” 
bible in Hebrew, so-called because the 
artist who embe!!'shed it used the p'ctureg 
of rabbits (biblically unclean animals). 

Part of Magelian’s Map. 

A portion of the identical map of Ma- 
gelian carried by the circumnavigator on 
his famous cruises and bearing an inacrip- 
tion in Magelian’s own hand is one of the 
curiosies of the collection.

The great offensive of the French and 
British againet the German line in France 
and Belgium subsided further during the 
week.

The cost in men and material for such an 
assault. has been staggering, and no army 
can withstand the shock without a 
breathing spell.

Only a decisive victory in France 
and Belgium could relieve this new threat 
of German success in the relief of Con- 
stantinople, which would spell the utter 
collapse of the Dardanelles campaign and 
the complete isolation of Russia.

But. they may not constitute a fair cri- 
terfan for you. Their tables are based 
upon the facts in the lives of peaple who 
were able to pass their medical examiners 
and to pay thelr insurance premiume. 
They are selected cases, and the lffe ex- 
pectancy average is not so high as their 
tables would indicate. 

In the year 1910 the expectation of life 
of the average person 40 years of age in 
Massachusetts, Ohio, I na, and Michi- 
gan was 20.48 years. h a person had 
a right to plan on-living to be 60% years 
of age. But this should only furnish the 
starting point for the calculations of the 
individual man. Before laying out his 
plans he must form an opinion as to 
whether his expectation was lese or more 
than the average.

The first step in this process is to have a 
physical examination. The physicians are 
far from being all wise, but most of the 
gross diseases of the body reveal them- 
selvea to the careful examiner. The life 
insurance companies have found that it 
was good business judgment to have a 
physical examination mae of each appli- 
cant. Of course they have found that the 
results were not perfect. Some men have 
been passed who hed organic disease, and 
some have been rejected who lived a long 
time after rejection. In spite of these ex- 
periences insurance companies have 
found it good business judgment to have 
their applicants examined physically. — 

Now the tendency among insurance 
companies is to have the ineured exam- 
ined every year. Clearly the man of 40 
should have a physical examination as 
the first step in arriving at an opinion 
as to whether he has an above or a below 


average expectation of life.

Inherited tendency is of importance in 
determining how long a person will live. 


| Longevity is a matter of inheritance. Not 


all the members of a long lived family live 
to be old, but those who escape the haz- 
ards of early life and go over the rise 
with sound organs and good habits will. 
One not infrequently hears a statement 
like this: “The members of my family 
die at 68." A person who lives beyond 
40 can expect with a reasonabie degree 
of certainty that he will die at his family 
dying age or within a few degrees of it. 

The next point to be considered in the 
stock taking is one’s habite. Generally 
speaking, men of abstemious habits out- 
live the average. The moderate eaters 
have an advantage over the gluttons; the 
nondrinkers over the drinkers; the non- 
smokers over the smokers. There are 
some claims to the contrary, I know. 
Some heavy drinkers, some continual 
smokers, and some gluttons have lived to

The person undertaking to solve this 
should take his personal his- 
tory into account. There are certain 
experiences which are exceptionally try- 
ing on vitality but which, in his case, may 
not have affected any organ enough to 
have caused a developed organic disease. 
If a person had many of the contagious 
diseases of childhood, or if he had pneu- 
monia in his maturer years, the effects 
are liable to show in later years. So it 


is with rheumatism. A person who has 


had more than his portion of rheumatism, 


| neuralgias, lame back, is reasonably cer- 


tain to find, as he begins to show his age, 
that his rheumatism took some of the 
“ capacity for wear” out of some of his 
tissues. 

If a person has worked at some lead 
trade or if in any other way he has been 
poisoned by lead he ¢an expect that his 
tissues have been aged and that he will 
ate before his family death age. Like- 
wise, if he has had syphilis he may ex- 
pect it to lessen his years. 

With this data in hand a person can 
figure with some degree of success upon 
the years which remain to him and may 
lay out’ plans for fe work based there- 
on, This man should have data on one

only basis for study has been length of 
life. The talk now is about efficiency and 
before very long data will be available 
on that score. 

Up to a few years ago it was assumed 
that because the average of human life 
was growing longer and the death rates 
were decreasing, the death rates at every 
age period were decreasing. The life in- 
surance peopk, and particularly Mesere. 
Rittenhouse, Hoffman, and Dublin, 
showed us that the saving in human lives 
was altogether In children. Middleaged 
people were having higher death rates 
than during the earlier years when vital 
statistics had been kept.

Mr. W. J. V. Deacon of the Kansas 
health department has an article in the 
American Journal of Public Health in 
which he shows that middle aged and old- 


‘er people have higher death rates than 


they had thirty years ago. He makes use 
of the records of Massachusetts, Indiana, 


tolls the wife of the second Ohio. and Michigan for the last fifty years 


and of those of California for the last 
thirty years. 

The following is a comparison of the 
expectation of life of the people of differ- 
ent ages in Massachusetts in 1910 with 
those of 1880; 1880 is chosen instead of 


1860 because of the presumable greater 
accuracy of data for the former years; 


from 41.77 for under 1 to 50.74 for 1 and 


then gradually increases until 4. This 


means that tf a child can live through 

the first year his life expectancy would 
be greatly increased. It means that at 
4 to 5 years of age. although the child 
has 3sed up five years of its allotted por- 
tion, it has put so many of life’s hazards 
behind {t that the gain in years of life 
expectancy is more than the five years 
lived. The life expectancy of infancy, 
41,77, is not reached again until the per- 
son has lived about 22 years. 

By adding the age (in the left hand 
colmn) to the life expectancy, we find 
that the age to which the average person 
can expect to live constantly increases 
with the hazards he puts behind him. ' A 
baby 1 year of age expects to die at 51.74 
years of age. A person at 20 expects to 
reach 62.78; one 50, 72.76; one 70, 80.08, 
and one 95. 96.84. 

Now, comparing the figures for 1880 
with those for 1910, we note the result of 
better social conditions and also of the 
more strenuous life. The expectation of 
life for babies rose from 41.77 to 49.50. 
Evidently, babies are very much better 
off than they were thirty years ago. 
Babies between 1 and 2 years of age also 
gained greatly—30.74 to 56.68. 

Coming down the columns of figures, 
we find that conditions are better for 
older children as well as for bates. The 


expectation of life has increased for all! 


those years from under 1 to 15. At age 
20, which means’ over 20 and under 25, 
there is a slight improvement. At this 
point the improvement comes to a halt, 
and soon thereafter we notice evidence of 
slipping backward. The tendency is very 
slight until age 3 is reached. Here it 
begins to increase. From 40 to 6 it is at 
its greatest. In this age period people in 
Massachusetts in 1910 had an average of 
about two years less expectation of life 
than In 1880. At70 the lose was lessening. 
The few people in Massachusetts who 
were 9 years of age had almost as much 
expectation as those of that age in 1880. 
The difference in favor of those of 1880 
was only 100 days. 
This comparison means that the life 
of people in these later years throws an 
extra burden on .the vitality of people, 
which burden causes people between 4 
and & to break. Thoere able to stand the 
strain and get by 6 are about as well of 
as the old people of 1880. 


— 

From these figures we get about the 
only light that is available on the 
tion of efficiency. _ 

The five great causes of death of people 
between 40 and 65 years of age are pneu- 
monia, cancer, heart disease, kidney dis- 
eare, and apoplexy. 

Peoplé who have pneumonia either die 
quickly or they recover quickly. Therule 
is that when recovery takes place it is 
quick. 

Cancer is not responsible for a long 
period of inefficiency. On the other hand, 


people with either heart disease, kidney | 


disease, or apoplexy are relatively ineffi- 
clent for a long time and absolutely in- 
efficient for a while. Therefore when we 
find that the expectation of life for the 
years 40 to 65 was lowet tn 1910 than in 
1880. we can guess that the average phys- 


ical fitness of the people of these years | 


was lower than in 1880. This is not much 
information on which to form an opinion 
and it may cause erroneous ocnclusions. 
Work that men of 40 to 6 are called upon 
to do may not require as much supple- 
nees of joints. muscular strength, endur- 
ance, and wind as was required by the 
work done in 10380. There is just no way 
of telling. 

The man of 40 who Is trying to plan his 
life work on the basis of expectation of 
years of efficiency cannot get the data 
on which to figure. He can get accurate 
figures as to the average life expectancy 
for a man of his years. He can estimate 
whether he is above of below the average 
with some degree of certainty. But when 

~ he comes to figure his expectation of effi- 
ciency, he must take his estimates of life 
éxpectanecy and modify them by the best 
guess he can make.

| paths leading to an observatory are aleo con- 
ceale@d from the prying eyes of a hostile aviator; 
often there are several approaches, and the ob- 
server and his assistants take every precaution 
not to reveal the position of their lair. 

For a good observatory, not known to the 
enemy, is an important asset in this artillery 
game. I visited a number of them, all buried in 

’ thiek woods on the crest of the Hautes de Meuse. 
They were very quiet and peaceful sylvan re- 
treats, these watchtowers, and the life of an ob- 
server must be far pleasanter than many other 
military duties. 

The observatory supplements the work of the 
observation balloon and aeroplane, especially for 

_artillery fire. The observer watches every slight- 
est movement through his powerful glasses. If 
he sees anything going on behind the enemies’ 
lines he telephones to another observatory that 
covers the same territory at a different angle and 
finds out where the object lies in that range. 
Then he can locate the object quite closely on the 
detailed map of the region which he has hanging 
beside him. He telephones thé mumber of the 
square in whith the Object lies to the proper 
batteries and afi accurate fre opens on the given 
point. 

One afternoon while I was looking over the 
region about St. Mihiel from an observatory in 
a wood on the edge of a green fiéld, fire was or- 
dered on the Camp des Romains, that strongly 
fortified hill beside the town, once, as its name 
indicates, a Roman stronghold, that has defied all 
the effotts of the French to expel the invader 
from this long @alient into the French lines.

And 
Joan, led on, as she believed, by voices of saints 
which she insisted had come to her in the Dom- 
remy forests urging her to her mission, went 
forth with every faith in the world of being the 
savior of France. 

After some difficulty she succeeded in seeing 
the dauphin, and the fact she picked him out 
from among all the courtiers convinced him she 
must have divine guidance. Accordingly- she

sign. Nominally she had been intrusted with 
the command of the army, but there were able 
generals who directed it, and the victories ac-

In the India mission there are six 
stations and 3,642 church members. 

The synod has 1,348 congregations and 
270,04 communicants. Its work is carried 
on by several eduactional and benevolent 
boards.
